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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election without traverse of Group I (claims 1-6) in the reply filed on 
04/18/2008 is acknowledged. Claims 7-18 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected invention. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. Several references are cited in the specification, however, no copies were provided. The 
U.S. Patents cited on page 2 of the current specification and the references cited in the 
International Search Report from the USPTO have been considered and listed on the attached 
PTO-892. However, the non-patent literatures cited on page 7 and page 8 of the current 
specification are not readily available to the examiner; accordingly, it is requested that 
applicant submit copies of the non-patent literatures when responding to this Office action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the Enghsh language. 
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4. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Ramanath et al. (US 
2002/0079487 Al; hereinafter, "Ramanath"). 

Regarding claim 1: 

Ramanath discloses a circuit (Fig. 3) comprising: 
a template 8; 

a semiconductor material 7 (Fig. 3 and T|0023 and 0030) self assembled on said template; 

and 

a self assembled connection 6 (Fig. 3) between the semiconductor material and the 
template to form said circuit. Therefore, this claim is anticipated. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 2-6 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

6. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
Claims 2-6 would be allowable primarily because claim 2 requires the following limitation, in 
combination with the other limitations: a self-assembled second semi-conductivity type material 
on the other side of said first metal layer. 

Conclusion 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 
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Hunt et al. (US 2002/0167374 Al) is cited to show a self assembled circuit comprising a 
"field concentration" having similarity to that of the current invention.
